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PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE 


Action for the Aged and Aging, a report made by the Subcommittee on 
Problems of the Aged and Aging of the Committee on Labor and Public Welfare, 
United States Senate, January 27, 1961, contains several ideas challenging to 
hospital and institution librarians, The report emphasizes that we are now 
faced with a ''new set of social and economic conditions," affecting an ''unprec- 
edented number of older citizens,'' not a "repetition of old and 'normal!' prob- 
lems," and that "research in the social sciences can pave the way for sustain- 
ing the vibrant, productive contributions of older persons." It calls for "long- 
term research projects adequately financed and directed on a coordinated basis'"' 
and the "establishment of a National Institute of Gerontology with a staff of com- 
petent scientists from the biological, physical and social sciences," 


In addition, the Subcommittee recommends the organization of more 
"multipurpose senior citizens' centers,'' offering programs of "education, re- 
cruiting and training for community service, counseling and other activities in 
keeping with the needs of older citizens.'' Discussing the high rate of mental 
disorders in the upper age group, not always associated with physical change 
in the organism, (one out of every 3 persons admitted to a mental hospital 
today is 60 years of age or older), the Subcommittee recommends a "program 
of federal grants,..to provide necessary community mental health facilities 
for prevention or early treatment of mental health problems of older persons 





in their home communities; for the intensive treatment of the aged mentally 
ill in mental hospitals; and for more rapid communication and application 
of research knowledge, '' 


The Subcommittee believes to date it has merely defined the ''magni- 
tude and nature of the problems of American senior citizens - that the 
necessary next step is an examination in depth of specific problems from a 
coordinated over-all view, "' 


Education--Research--Coordination--these key words appearing 
throughout this report surely have relevance, indeed to all librarians, but 
especially to AHIL members, with our particular professional concern for 
the mentally ill, the hospitalized adult, and for the therapeutic use of books. 


AHIL needs the best creative thinking of all its members on how we 
can contribute to the obvious needs which the McNamara Committee has 
defined, Please send your ideas to Genevieve Casey (Detroit Public Library, 
Extension Department) or to the Editor of the AHIL Quarterly.

MINUTES OF AHIL NATIONAL MEETING 





Annual Conference, Cleveland, Ohio 
July 9 - 15, 1961 


Summary of Meetings 


Board of Directors, July 12, 8 A.M, to 12, Auditorium Hotel; and 
4:30 - 6 P,M., Pick-Carter Hotel; July 14, 4:30 - 6 P.M., Statler-Hilton 
Hotel; Helen L. Price, president, presiding. Board members present: 
Genevieve Casey, president elect (July 12); Helen Yast, past president; 
Marjorie M. Mullen, secretary; Nettie B, Taylor (July 12) and Louise Grove, 
directors; Marion Vedder (July 12, 2nd session and July 14); Mildred 
McWhorter, vice-president and president-elect, 1961-62, Also present: 
Eleanor Phinney, executive secretary; Evada McNary, AHIL office secretary; 
first session, July 12, Ruth Tews, chairman, Bibliotherapy Committee; Vera 
Flandorf, chairman, Publications Advisory Committee; Elizabeth Baker, ALA

on Materials Responsibility; M. Jean Paige, representative, Inter-Association 
of Hospital Libraries Committee. 


Following is a summary of Board discussion and action, 


Minutes of the Midwinter, 1961, meetings of the Board of Directors were 
approved as they appeared in the Winter, 1961, (v. 1, no. 2) issue of the 
AHIL Quarterly. 


Budget for 1961-62 (report of meetings of PEBCO, made by Helen Yast) 


Due to total requests which were $63, 000 in excess of funds available 
for 1961-62, PEBCO's recommendation to the ALA Executive Board was to 
hold all division periodical costs to the amounts actually expended in the past 
year, to discontinue $5,00 committee allowances, and to cut other budget 
items to some extent. AHIL fared well in that the $1,100 allowed for the 
Quarterly should still permit publication in its present form, A total of $1,600 
was granted for AHIL's program budget. 


Executive Secretary's Report 





In amplifying her report as it appeared in the division's annual report, 
Miss Phinney noted that favorable comments had been received concerning the 
Quarterly's revised content and format, Inquiries from the field have been 
heavy, especially for information on setting up medical libraries and on serv- 
ices for the blind and near-blind, 'Reading Aids for the Handicapped'’ has been 
slightly revised and reprinted. 





Committee Reports 





Bibliotherapy Committee. Miss Tews reported that Mr, Ticknor has had 
no response to his request for information on bibliotherapy projects for the 
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Clearing House section of the Quarterly and that the Veteran's Administration 
is not undertaking a revision of its bibliography on bibliotherapy. She sum- 
marized the results to date of a questionnaire survey in which the committee 
attempted to clarify the nature and specific purpose of bibliotherapy as inter- 
preted by librarians, educators, psychologists, physicians and other inter- 
ested individuals, by means of a series of definitions of bibliotherapy on 
which the respondent was asked to comment, A 73% response had been re- 
ceived; comments were made in sufficient detail to warrant further analysis 
and eventual publication of a report, A tentative short list of representative 
references on bibliotherapy, briefly annotated, for the use of new librarians 
in the field, is being prepared by Mrs, Eileen Kraus for Fall, 1961. 


Miss Phinney reported consultation with Miss Dorothea L. Doran, Men- 
tal Health Consultant for the U.S, Public Health Service in Chicago, concern- 
ing the bibliotherapy research project previously rejected for a grant from 
the National Institute of Mental Health. The Board approved the projects the 
committee has under way, and directed that re-working of the research proj- 
ect proposal be pushed forward, 


Committee on Organization. Miss Taylor reported that at its meeting 
on July 10 the Committee reviewed the work of the special committee on book 
selection policies and the recommendations submitted by Margaret Hannigan, 
AHIL representative to the Council of National Organizations for Children and 
Youth, on ways in which AHIL might follow up on the recommendations made 
at the White House Conference in 1960. The committee feels that there is 
need for further exploration of existing book selection policies in both hospital 
and institution libraries, Miss Price reported that two members of the Com- 
mittee on Book Selection Policies have changed positions, removing them from 
the field, The Board voted that the present committee be discharged with 
thanks, The charge of the new committee is to collect and study present poli- 
cies and to recommend further steps to the Board on the basis of this study. 





Miss Hannigan's report called attention to the following White House 
Conference recommendations: (for complete text see Composite Report for 
Forum Findings on the White House Conference on Children and Youth, 1960) 
#350 - that research be undertaken ...to determine the effectiveness of read- 
ing guidance, and of reading books, magazines, and newspapers, upon children 
and youth; #443 - that a nationwide personnel recruitment program be insti- 
tuted... to meet the critical shortage of qualified personnel in health, social 
welfare, education, and recreation, and to include...appraisal and publicizing 
of future needs,... expansion of programs of professional education and in- 
service training; and #449 - more complete and sustained use by public and 
private agencies of well-supervised volunteers, At the recommendation of the 
Committee on Organization, the Board voted to initiate contact with the divi- 
sions in ALA concerned with children and youth to plan research on the effec- 
tiveness of reading guidance, and the effects of reading guidance on children 
and youth, AHIL will continue to cooperate with LAD and LED in their pro- 
grams of recruitment and the development of professional and in-service 
training. It was agreed that exploration of the training and use of volunteers 
should not be undertaken at this point, and that this recommendation should be 
deferred for later consideration, 











Publications Advisory Committee, Mrs, Flandorf reported that many 
have expressed regret since the discontinuation of the Book Guide, The 
Committee submitted its recommendation that the Board request the ALA 
Editorial Committee to consider ways and means of meeting the real need for 
a book selection guide in the field of library service to patients in hospitals 
and inmates of institutions, including both basic and current literature, The 
Board empowered the Executive Secretary to transmit a statement of this need 
to the ALA Editorial Committee and expressed its willingness to work with the 
ALA Editorial Committee in any way that seemed desirable. 





The Board voted to accept the Committee's recommended statement of 
policy on the purpose and scope of the AHIL Ouarterly, as presented in the 
Fall, 1961, issue of the Quarterly (V. 1, no. 1). 





Materials Responsibility Committee. Action on the statement of AHIL's 
responsibility for materials, drawn up by Mr. William K. Beatty and his com- 
mittee, was deferred until after it had been discussed in the AHIL membership 
meeting, and until Mr, Beatty could report on ALA Council's acceptance of the 
ALA Committee on Organization's recommendation that responsibility for 
selection and evaluation of library materials be delegated among the several 
divisions, Carefully drawn statements on areas of responsibility within division 
fields are to be submitted by each division to COO, The Board voted to accept 
this committee's statement as the official stand of this Association on the areas 
in which AHIL is responsible for the selection and evaluation of library mate- 


rials, 





Hospitalized Veterans Writing Project Contest Committee. The Board 
empowered Miss Phinney to write to the national chairman of the Hospitalized 





Veterans Writing Project, expressing AHIL's appreciation for past opportu- 
nities to participate in the project but regretting AHIL's inability to continue, 
due to its own expanding program and its commitments for carrying out the 


division's responsibilities, 


Participation in Work of Type-of-Activity Divisions 





Miss Price reported that at AHIL's request, the Library Organization 
and Management Section of the Library Administration Division is setting up a 
committee on hospital and institution library statistics, Mr. Harold S, Hacker, 
incoming chairman of the section, has appointed Helen Yast as chairman of 
this committee. Miss Price also read portions of a letter from LAD's Recruit- 
ing Committee announcing a grant from Demco Library Supplies for publication 
of recruiting brochures describing various types of librarianship. 


Announcement was made of the appointment of Virginia R. Sperl, Freeport 
(L.I,) Memorial Library, as a consultant member of the Catalog Code Revision 
Committee of the Resources and Technical Services Division. Miss Sperl will 
serve as liaison to AHIL concerning developments and information on the Cata- 


log Code Revision, 


The Board discussed means of achieving closer relations with the Armed 
Forces Section of the Public Library Association, 





ALA Membership Committee. Mrs, Elizabeth M. Baker urged a con- 
certed effort to increase membership, particularly among librarians in 
schools of nursing and in institutions, and proposed that the revised AHIL 
membership folder ''Why Work Alone?" now available, be sent to directors 
of nursing schools and to armed forces librarians, Miss Phinney distributed 
a report on her recent analysis of the personal members of the division, 
which shows an increase in the number of nursing school librarians over 
1959; 56% of the members are in hospital libraries, and 19% are in public 
libraries. 





Interagency Council for Library Tools for Nursing 





Miss Price reported that the Council has been placed on a permanent 
basis, The Board voted that ALA should continue its representation on the 
Council through AHIL: ALA's current representative, Helen Geer, is slated 
to serve as chairman of the Council in the coming year. 


Traveling exhibit 





Miss Phinney reported that good use of the exhibit had been made dur- 
ing the year, The consensus of the Board was that in scheduling the exhibit 
priority should be given to the conferences of related national organizations. 
The possibility of offering the exhibit to library schools and of enlisting the 
help of members in the same vicinity as a conference was mentioned, 


Standards for Institution Libraries 





Miss Phinney presented a comparison of ALA's standards for various 
types of libraries with those adopted for institution libraries by the Ameri- 
can Correctional Association, After consideration, Miss Vedder and Miss 
Phinney were authorized to draft an introductory statement for approval by 
the AHIL Board and by the American Correctional Association, and also to 
seek permission of ACA to prepare a streamlined version of ACA's stand- 
ards, ''Manual of Correctional Standards," for publication and distribution 
by ALA, 


Revision of ''New Horizons''! 





The supply of this list is exhausted and the author is unable to under- 
take a revision at this time. The Board agreed that a list of this type is 
needed, and Mrs, Mullen volunteered to do some preliminary work on bring- 
ing it up to date, basing her work on existing material in the library of the 
National Society for Crippled Children and Adults. 


World Book Encyclopedia - ALA Goals Award 





The Board expressed a preference for recruitment as the objective for 
a program to be proposed for the World Book Encyclopedia Award in 1962, The 
Board agreed that it would not submit a proposal of its own in the coming 
year, and delegated the Executive Secretary to make inquiries regarding ways 
and means of directing this award toward a recruitment project, 





At the conclusion of the Board's meetings, Miss Price commended its 
members for their work at the Conference and during the year, The Board 
expressed its appreciation of Miss Price's efforts in guiding AHIL through a 
successful year.

Joint meeting: Adult Services Division, Public Library Association, and 
AHIL; Higbee Company, July 11, 10 a.m. to 4p.m.--''The Library Collec- 
tion Meets a Public Crisis; Our Disturbed Society: the Problem of Mental 
Health, "' 





Nettie B. Taylor, member-at-large of the Board of Directors, served 
as moderator of the morning panel discussing library responsibilities for 
collections and services to meet the public crisis in mental health; Genevieve 
Casey, incoming president, served on the panel, Helen Price, president, 
was a member of the afternoon panel considering selection and use of mate- 
rials on mental health, About thirty hospital and institution librarians formed 
one of the discussion groups on developing the library collection to serve in 
the area of mental health. 


At an open meeting of ASD's Committee on Library Service to an Aging 
Population, July 11 at 4:30 p.m. in the Cleveland Public Library, Clara 
Lucioli and others told the story of the Cleveland Live Long and Like it Club, 
founded to provide various services to older age groups. 
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Clara Lucioli accepts AHIL's Exceptional Service Citation 
from Margaret Hannigan at the Awards Dinner, July 12, 1961 
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Awards Dinner, Cleveland Medical Library, Allen Memorial Building, 
July 12, 6 to 10:30 p.m, 








The trustees of the Cleveland Medical Library, represented by their 
chairman, Webb P, Chamberlain, Jr., who is also president of the Cleveland 
Medical Library Association, Dr, David Kronick, Director of the Library, 
Mrs. Chamberlain, and Mrs. Kronick, who served as hosts and hostesses, 
held a cocktail hour and reception for AHIL members and their guests, fol- 
lowed by a smorgasbord dinner, with Miss Price presiding. A musical pro- 
gram of folk songs and novelty numbers was presented by a quartet fromthe 
Robert Shaw Chorale of the Cleveland Symphony Orchestra. Marjorie Win- 
bigler of the Cleveland Public Library staff sang alto in this quartet, After 
introductions of guests, AHIL officers, and committee chairmen, and a wel- 
come from Dr. Chamberlain and Dr, Kronick, Miss Margaret Hannigan, 
acting for the chairman of the AHIL Awards Committee, Bertha Noe, pre- 
sented AHIL's highest honor, AHIL's Exceptional Service Citation, to Clara 
Lucioli. She was cited for her achievements as past president of AHIL, 
teacher of one of the few courses in hospital librarianship in the United 
States, author and producer of the film 'Winged Bequest,'' and a pioneer in 
initiating library services for the hospitalized and homebound, Following 
this presentation, Miss Price introduced the evening's speaker, R. Crawford 
Morris, Cleveland attorney, whose talk on ''The Care and Feeding of Doctors: 
Personal Adventures in Legal Medicine and the Use Made of Libraries," was 
both entertaining and instructive. Noting the alarming growth of malpractice 
suits against physicians--6, 000 sued in 1960, according to a Time Magazine 
article--and charges of negligence against hospitals, Mr. Morris told of the 
invaluable aid given defense lawyers by librarians in the preparation of defense 
briefs. Much medical detective work is involved; the lawyer must be aware of 
current medical literature covering medical findings and practice, 





Annual reports were distributed at the conclusion of the program, 


Tour of Cooley Farm and Highland View Hospital, July 13, 2 to 5 p.m. 





Approximately 35 members enjoyed a tour along the lake shore drive, 
through city parks and residential areas out to Cooley Farms, east of Shaker 
Heights. Libraries of the men's workhouse (a branch station of the Cleveland 
Public Library) and of Highland View (Cuyahoga County) Hospital, a chronic 
disease facility offering comprehensive rehabilitation services, were visited, 
At Highland View Hospital, both patients' and the medical library serving the 
professional staff were included in a tour of the hospital's many service areas, 
Tea was served by members of the staff, 


Business Meeting, Cleveland Engineering and Scientific Center, July 14, 
8:30 to 10 a.m. Helen Price presiding. 








Minutes of the Montreal Conference, appearing in the Fall, 1961, issue 
of the Quarterly, were approved, 





Helen Yast, PEBCO representative, explained the cuts necessary in all 
division budgets (See Board of Directors minutes for budget report). Miss 
Yast expressed gratification that AHIL will still be able to continue its pro- 
gram activities as planned and urged renewed efforts to maintain and increase 
membership in the division. Helen Price was welcomed as incoming PEBCO 
representative, 


Miss Price called on the Executive Secretary for supplemental remarks 
on her annual report, included in AHIL's report for 1960-61. Miss Phinney 
reported favorable comments on the Quarterly's new format, the volume of 
requests for information on setting up medical libraries and on services for 
the blind, and noted the increase in nursing school libraries holding AHIL 
membership. There is still need for recruitment for membership among 
institutional librarians. 





Mrs, Baker, ALA Membership Committee, urged that members of AHIL 
make known their willingness to serve as state membership representatives of 
AHIL; only 5 of the 12 regions have representation. 


Miss Price called to the attention of members the statement on respon- 
sibility for materials, prepared by Mr. Beatty and his committee (see Board 
of Directors' minutes), Mrs. Baker offered a recommendation, seconded by 
Miss Taylor, that the Board of Directors submit the committee statement to 
ALA's Committee on Organization, as AHIL's views on the subject. The 
recommendation was carried, Miss Phinney noted that the removal of unreal- 
istic obstructions and restrictions would work to the best interests of both 
AHIL and ASD, 


Board of Directors' approval of the statement on the purpose and scope 
of the Quarterly was reported by Vera Flandorf, Publications Advisory Com- 
mittee chairman, who also spoke of efforts that will be made to provide book 
selection guides, Ruth Tews, chairman, Bibliotherapy Committee, reported 
briefly on the questionnaire survey and the information received, which has 
possibilities for an article to be published later. 


Newly elected officers were announced and those present were introduced 
by Miss Price, who then commended officers, committee chairmen, and all 
members who had worked during the past year in support of AHIL's program, 
Miss Casey, incoming president, expressed the hope that work of the Associa- 
tion during the coming year would be productive. Miss Price offered commen- 
dation from the entire membership to Clara Lucioli and her committee mem- 
bers for the very excellent program of the Cleveland Conference, 


Letters from Joy Lewis, speaker at last year's breakfast meeting in 
Montreal and librarian at the National Hospital of London, and from Miss Mona 
Going of the Hospital Section, County Library, Wren's Cross, Maidstone, 
England, told of plans for a preliminary meeting of hospital librarians in 
London, July 15, at which formal application for the organizing of a hospital 
librarians' group will be made, Miss Lewis sent best wishes for a successful 
meeting at the Cleveland Conference. The membership voted to send the 
British group a cablegram of best wishes and congratulations. 





The retirement of Bertha Wilson, chief librarian, U.S, Veterans Admin- 
istration Hospital, Downey, Ill., from active librarianship was announced by 
Miss Price; Miss Wilson has consented to continue as AHIL archivist, The 
secretary was instructed to send a congratulatory telegram offering Miss 
Wilson AHIL's appreciation for her many years' service to the Association and 


to the library profession, 


Miss Hannigan proposed a rising vote of thanks to the officers and Pro- 
gram Committee for the Conference, The meeting was adjourned for coffee in 
the lounge, 


Program Meeting, 10:30 a.m. - 12:30 p.m. 





Following the coffee break, members met in the auditorium for a panel 
discussion, moderated by Dorothy Smith, on current problems and policies of 
book selection in hospital, nursing school, and institution libraries, Clara 
Lucioli introduced Miss Smith and members of her panel, Ruth Tews, Mrs, 
Geraldine R, Mink, and Alma Lundeen, Miss Smith, in her introduction, 
noted that the 1923 Veterans Administration statement, issued by Miss 
Pomeroy, established that the function of V.A, libraries was work with pa- 
tients, a point of view that still holds today. Miss Tews discussed book selec- 
tion policies, criteria, and resources, stressing the avoidance of duplication 
of materials in local resources. A flexible selection policy, in writing and 
approved by the administrator, is highly desirable. Miss Lundeen, consultant 
on institutional libraries for Illinois State Library, spoke feelingly of insuffi- 
cient budgets, untrained personnel in institution libraries, and problems and 
needs in such service, Rehabilitation, the key work in institutional service, 
demands inclusion of materials for educational, recreational, religious, and 


inspirational reading and books of therapeutic value. AHIL members were 
urged to compile lists of books in large type (14 and 18 point) and of books 
with adult concepts but elementary vocabulary, Mrs. Mink told of book selec- 
tion policies in nursing school libraries that are affected by curriculum 
changes. A large portion of the budget is allotted for pamphlet and periodical 
literature; recreational materials should be included in the collection only 
when they are not available from other nearby resources, 


Miss Smith called for questions from the floor following the discussion; 
the majority of questions reflected the need for book selection policies for 
patients' libraries, available lists of books in large print, of medical books 
on the lay level, on dietetic information for patients, and on literature for 
senior citizens, Administrative aspects of hospital librarianship and prob- 
lems occurring in patients' libraries were also discussed briefly. The meet- 
ing adjourned for luncheon at 12:30 p.m. 


Luncheon Meeting, 12:30 p.m. - 2:00 p.m. 





Helen Yast, presiding, introduced officers and guests at the speakers' 
table; members of the afternoon panel were luncheon guests of AHIL. Miss 
Yast called for a show of hands on types of libraries represented at the lun- 
cheon; the majority indicated service in patients' libraries or in integrated 
libraries (patients', medical staff, nursing staff), The meeting was turned 
over to Miss Lucioli who introduced the speaker, Miss Margaret E, Mulac, 





president of the Recreational Consultant Service of Cleveland whose most 
recent book is ''Leisure--Time for Living and Retirement" (Harper, 1961). 
Her subject, ''The Three R's: The Relationship between Recreation and 
Reading, '' emphasized the mental health aspects of education for leisure, the 
value of recreation, and the inclusion of reading as one of the nine types of 
activities in the recreation field, Miss Yast thanked Miss Mulac, on behalf 
of AHIL members for a fine talk that was both entertaining and inspirational. 


Program Meeting, 2:30 p.m. - 4:00 p.m. 





Miss Price opened the meeting, introducing E, Pearl Moody, chairman 
and moderator of the round table discussion of volunteer services, Panel 
members, Mrs, Barbara Cowles, Margaret Hannigan, Mrs. Florence Barnes, 
and Mrs, Ruth Lucas discussed volunteer services from the viewpoint, res- 
pectively, of the library consultant for patients' libraries under the United 
Hospital Fund, New York City; of the librarian of a patients' library (National 
Institutes of Health Library); of a volunteer with 30 years' service (Metropol- 
itan General Hospital, Cleveland); and of the director of a large metropolitan 
volunteer bureau (Welfare Federation, Cleveland), The discussion called 
forth many questions from the floor.

THE LIBRARY TECHNOLOGY PROJECT

ACTIVITIES 





AHIL members who follow the Library Technology Project's monthly 
column in the ALA Bulletin are of course aware of LTP's origin and purposes, 
Nevertheless it may be worthwhile to point out that the Project was established 
under ALA sponsorship on May 1, 1959, with the aid of a grant of $136, 395 
from the Council on Library Resources, Inc., and that the major activities of 
the Project include testing and evaluation programs, standardization of equip- 
ment, the development of new or improved products, and systems studies. In 
turn, these four basic programs enable LTP to provide a complete information 
service to librarians in the area of library equipment and supplies. Although 
initially librarians were somewhat slow to take advantage of this service, the 
Project now receives a steady flow of letters requesting information in the 
area of LTP's responsibility. 





Most LTP programs are of interest to a broad cross section of libraries 
and librarians. This is particularly true, for example, of the recently com- 
pleted Circulation Control Study, for which a full report is now available. Also 


of interest to most libraries are the comprehensive systems study on Catalog 
Card Reproduction and the evaluation and testing program covering Photocopy- 
ing Equipment and Methods, both of which are nearly completed and for which 
reports are expected to be ready in the fall. The investigation of Fire and 
Insurance Protection of Library Resources, to be completed in September, is 
probably of interest to a somewhat smaller segment of the profession than 
those programs previously mentioned, 


Of the numerous other projects either underway or scheduled for an early 
start, several may be of particular interest to hospital and institution libraries. 
Those which should be completed within the next few months include the devel- 
opment of a machine system to prepare labels for books (a prototype was dem- 
onstrated at the Cleveland Conference of ALA), an investigation of better adhe- 
sives and label materials for libraries that may not be able to justify the cost 
of machine-marking, an improved newspaper holder to replace the familiar 
"split stick'’, and an evaluation of protective treatments for microfilms. 


Projects now in an advanced planning stage include testing programs for 
both record players and typewriters for library use, and equipment and methods 
for producing full-sized copies from microfilms, Research projects to develop 
a better board for archival containers and to develop performance standards 


for library binding are also being planned, 


HOSPITAL BOOK TRUCKS 





One LTP project deserves special emphasis here because of its interest 
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to hospital librarians, This is a motorized book truck, which Library Tech- 
nology has been attempting to develop almost since it was established. 


This is not a project which appears to present unusual difficulties, but 
for the last fifteen months no progress has been made. Many avenues have 
been explored, but each has proved to be a blind alley. High costs, inade- 
quate power, over-complex mechanisms, and the excessive size of power 
units have been among the stumbling blocks. Recently, however, some new 
developments have come to the attention of the Project staff which may make 
it possible to produce a practical motorized book truck at cost within reason, 
and negotiations are now being made for the development and construction of 
a prototype chassis and power unit, 


If some measure of success is achieved with a power unit, then the 
next step will be to develop a suitable body unit. Conversations of the Proj- 
ect staff with a number of hospital librarians indicate that there is room for 
improvement in hospital book trucks, and as a result, the LTP staff asks 
you to send them suggestions for desirable features to be incorporated in 
such a truck body. 


SUPPORT FOR PROJECT 





As this is written, the Council on Library Resources, Inc., has just 
approved, in principle, continued support of the Library Technology Project 
for a five-year period commencing July 1, 1961. Such continuation means 
that the Project can develop long-range plans for attacking those problems 
of the library profession related to better equipment, better supplies, and 
better systems. This support also provides an opportunity for the Library 
Technology Project to take into account the specialized needs and problems 
of such groups within the profession as the members of AHIL. With this in 
mind, the Project would like to ask for suggestions and ideas covering tech- 
nological developments and studies which may be needed in the field of hos-

PUBLIC LIBRARIES AND FORMER MENTAL PATIENTS 
’ Report of a Panel Discussion at the 


VETERANS ADMINISTRATION HOSPITAL, 
NORTHPORT, LONG ISLAND, NEW YORK 
April 20, 1961

Arnold A, Schillinger, M.D., Manager of the Northport Veterans 
Administration Hospital, was pleased that our library was given the oppor- 
tunity to be host to this panel, Miss Mary A, Walsh, Chief Librarian of the 
hospital, moderator of the panel, felt it important for hospital and institution 
librarians to get together with public librarians to discuss programs for hos- 
pitalized and institutionalized members of the community. She stated: ''We 
need the opportunity to reassure the public that ex-mental patients coming 
into their libraries are the same as all others coming in to be served," 


Forty-five librarians and trustees from the area attended this panel 
which was one of the special activities held in the observance of National 
Library Week, A previous meeting of this group was held at Northport in 
1956, and its success pointed out the importance of holding such gatherings 
from time to time. 


The panel members decided at a preliminary meeting that they would 
try to answer some of the questions public librarians as well as other public 
officials have about ex-mental patients, Librarians and others are searching 
for the best method to serve this clientele, 


What does a mental patient look like? Should these patrons be given 
special privileges in the use of libraries and library materials? Is it advis- 
able to have additional information about this group? Would former mental 
patients prefer not being identified as such? were some of the questions 


considered, 


The panelists were Dr. Angelo D, Carra, Acting Director of Professional 
Services, Dr. William L. Harris, Staff Physician, Miss Grace Fried, Chief 
Social Work Service, Dr. Irving Shelsky, Counseling Psychologist, of the 
Northport V,A. Hospital, Miss Marion H. Vedder, Institution Library Con- 
sultant, Extension Division, State Library, and Miss Elaine B, Phipps, Librar- 
ian, Patchogue Public Library, and Mrs, Robert M. Scholle, Northport Hospital

PANELISTS 





Dr. William Harris pointed out that Clara E, Lucioli's and Dr, Karl 
Menninger's articles in the April, 1961, A.L.A. Bulletin had been helpful in 
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his preparation for this discussion, It is up to the public libraries and other com- 
munity services, he stated, to serve the large number of ex-mental patients going 
out into the community each year. The heavy concentration of mental hospitals on 
Long Island sharpens the need for service in local libraries. 







Miss Marion Vedder emphasized the importance of interpersonal relation- 
ships in public libraries and other institutions, She felt that the initial contactisa 
most important opportunity to reflect the quality of your service. 












Miss Vedder, along with most of the panelists, felt that there should not bea 
separate set of library rules or special treatment for former mental patients. Li- 
braries must be aware of the purpose for which they are supported and maintained 
and at times other community organizations could provide services, such as Golden 
Age groups and other special organizations for the young. 


The librarian at the Middletown State Hospital has a good working relation- 
ship with the Thrall Library. Books and materials are borrowed for the patients 
and selected patients still under medical treatment are given library cards for 
personal use, 











In summarizing what the State is presently doing for persons in institutions, 
she stated: "It has made a good beginning toward library service. Someone at 
each institution is usually assigned to provide library service," 






Miss Grace Fried related how patients are prepared by the hospital staff to 
leave the hospital for foster homes, Over 400 patients, she said, have been placed 
in homes, other than their own, in the eight years of this program. 








The librarians work with these patients before they depart from the hospital 
and encourage them to continue their reading habits. The public library is included 
in community facilities introduced to patients during this preparation period, 






Miss Fried recalled cases where the public library had helped these men, An 
artist found the public library important in his becoming part of the community. 
Another man who enjoys the theater was able to satisfy his need to read play re- 
views, "In general,'' she said, ''many take books home to read; some prefer to use 
the material in the library, and others use the library only for community contacts," 







Dr. Irving Shelsky stated: ''We must bring down the hospital walls or the 
walls of the community,"' Patients develop many fears which have to be breached 
when they leave the hospital and return to the community. Patients feel relaxed 
using the library at the hospital, but it is a different experience for them to use the 


public library. 


Dr, Shelsky reviewed studies that prove mental patients do not look any dif- 
ferent from other persons, All members of this group were in agreement with him. 
Patients are anxious and sensitive about returning to the community. He stated 
that people living in areas where there are mental hospitals are often unduly con- 
cerned about this group. Dr. Shelsky believes itis our job to re-educate the com- 
munity to the actual facts about these programs, 

















"Our patients read for different reasons,'' he said, ''some for escape, others 
to re-establish contact with people through books, One man reads while he rides 
on public transportation to relieve this fear," 






Dr. Shelsky concluded by reminding the group that their job is to help these 
persons be less fearful. 











Dr. Angelo Carra emphasized: ''There is no difference in people, They are 
all members of the community whether in or out of the hospital,'' The percentage 
of persons coming into mental hospitals, he said, does not change greatly but feel- 
ings and opinions should change. Discussion groups such as Great Books and the 
American Heritage, he believes, are important because they have proven of thera- 
peutic value to patients, 





Miss Elaine Phipps was in agreement with what had been previously stated, 
that you can not tell a mental patient from any other person coming into the library, 
and pointed out that no library rule should be aimed at one group. 





Miss Phipps described the attractive facilities at Patchogue and she summar- 
ized the many services available to all patrons, 


Mrs, Robert Scholle recalled some of her experiences working with patients 
in discussion groups, especially Great Books. In some instances, she feels special 
groups for ex-mental patients might be helpful. In most instances, former patients 
can join regular Adult Education groups open to the community, Ex-patients join 
regular groups for the opportunity to meet people from the community at a level not 
too personal, which is most important in keeping their feeling of well-being. 





QUESTIONS AND SUMMARY 





In response to Mrs. Scholle's suggestion that it might be advisable to organize 
a special group of ex-mental patients, Miss Vedder mentioned a project of the Fed- 
erated Women's Clubs called ''Operation Book-shelf,'' She felt this idea might be of 
interest to them. [See HIBG April 1959 p. 141; ALA Bulletin June 1959, p. 445, | 


Mrs, Ransom, Director, Huntington Public Library, discussed the proposed 
Suffolk County Co-operative Library System, which should equalize opportunities 
for all, 


The Huntington Township Forum which gives service to shut-ins has contacted 
Mr. Ransom about the possibility of adding some library service to its program. 


Mrs, French from Queens County Book Service to Shut-ins summarized her 
work and mentioned it as a possibility. Packages of books are delivered monthly to 
"serious invalids'' who have been in the hospital and cannot come to the library. 
Material is requested through correspondence or by phone. 


Miss Vedder stated that volunteers sometimes deliver similar packages to 
shut-ins in upstate areas, 


Several persons in attendance raised the question whether it was advisable 
for the public library to know that a patron had been in a hospital or an institution. 
Dr, Carra expressed the feeling of the group by stating that we should not label 
people. 


The participants went home to their libraries with a feeling of accomplish- 
ment in having had many of their questions discussed and answered, Miss Walsh 
expressed her belief that the panel had achieved its goal of helping all concerned 
to understand better their part in bridging the gap between hospital life and reinte- 
gration of the ex-patient into community living.
